Council balks on 1¢ sales tax increase

The Elba City Council refused to 
approve a l¢ sales tax increase that 
was included in the annual budget 
recommended to the council by 
Mayor Ricky Haywood. 

Haywood told the council mem- 
bers the additional tax was needed to 
keep the city operating. He noted, 
“We are barely keeping our head 
above walter as it is, moneywise.” 

In a delayed meeting Thursday 
evening the council approved an an- 
nual budget, but prorated it to com- 
pensate for eliminating the sales tax 
increase. 

Certain items on the budget can’t 
be prorated, therefore a decision will 
have to be made by the council on 
how much to reduce controllable 
items enough to make up for the 
$191,000 shortfall in revenue. 

City Clerk Jeff Goodson ex- 
plained that the budget will be back 
before the council on October 11. He 
said that the city council would have 
to decide what will be adjusted and 
where additional money will come 
from to operate the city. 

The budget presented by Hay- 
wood anticipated an income of over 
two million dollars ($2,039,580), but 
included the additional sales tax. 

Comparing the new budget with 
the budget of one year ago, there are 
several other categories of increased 
revenues. The existing sales tax (2¢) 
is expected to increase $40,000, Gas- 
Oline tax up $10,000, Financial In- 
Sttutional tax up $5,000, Cable 
Franchise up $1,500, Telephone 
Franchise up $3,500, Gas District 
payments up $33,000 and transfers 
from the Water & Electric Board up 
$107,000 to a total of $350,000 an- 
nually. 

Anticipated drops in revenue 
from the last budget approved in- 
clude: Police fines down $13,000, 
Garbage fees down $10,000, Sewer 
fees down $25,000, Tobacco tax 
down $2,000 and Miscellaneous in- 
come down $6,000. Also missing 
from the new budget figures is:a 
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side include ad- last year. 
minstratively a 
$7,000 increase in insurance cost; a 
$7,200 increase in payroll taxes; 
$4,130 increase in auditor and at- 
tomey fees; $4,000 in additional cost 
of tobacco stamps; $1,000 in extra 
retirement fund contributions; and an 
additional $200 in telephone cost. A 
good sign to Elba residents is that 
for the first time in several years, 
there are no items in the budget deal- 
ing with cost of replacing flood dam- 
age. That item was $52,600 last 
year. 

Appropriations show an increase 
of $19,000 to the public library; 


Gas and oil is 
down $500 with 
increases in sup- 
plies of $2,000 and $18,000 in sal- 
aries. These numbers are at best es- 
timates, because salaries are dictated 
by the number of fire calls answered 
by the department. 

The Police Department budget in- 
crease is set at $18,750. This in- 
cludes $27,000 in additional salaries 
and $1,000 of additional telephone 
expense, but a drop in prisoner ex- 
pense of $3,000 and lower supplies 
and materials by the same $3,000. 

Street Department salaries are 
holding steady in the coming year 
but gas, oil and repairs for this de- 
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partment drop $18,000 in the new 
budget. 

The Recreation Department sal- 
aried increase $5,000 and part time 
salaries are up $1,000 while supplies 
are expected to be up $6,000. Uni- 
forms expense is expected to be 
down $4,000 and vehicle expense 
down $2,300. 

Departments with lower 1993-94 
budgets are street department and 
capital expenditures catagory. The 
street department is down $18,000 
and capital expenditures (new equip- 
ment) are down from $114,000 to 
$40,000. The plan calls for buying a 
new police car at $15,000 and a new 
dump truck at $25,000. 

One major item which can’t be 
prorated is debt retirement. The an- 
nual total of payments on six differ- 
ent mortgages is $160,000. These 
are as old as the 1968 Farmer’s 
Home loan to install the present sew- 
€r system to the lease of two police 
cars last year. 

The garbage contract is also set, 
as are landfill fees. Most of the in- 
surance, payroll taxes and retirement 
funds are based on the salaries and 
move up or down with the payroll. 


New Brockton’s town council meeting routine

It took New Brockton’s town 
council less than forty-five minutes 
Monday evening to conduct its meet- 
ing. 

The council dealt mostly with 
routine matters of business - approv- 
ing minutes and paying bills. 

Council members voted to partici- 
pate in the Red Ribbon Campaign 
sponsored by the Governor’s Office. 

The campaign, which is part of

Council members agreed to pur- 
chase the ribbons and _ literature 
which will be handed out to the 
school children during that week. 

A resolution was signed by the 
New Brockton Town Council giving 
recognition to local school board 
members for their contribution to 
public education. 

It was noted by Mayor Kathryn 
Holley that board members “sel fless- 
ly devote their knowledge, time and 
talents as advocates for our chil- 
dren.”

No, the District Attorney's office 
in the Elba Courthouse is not being 
closed, 

The District Attorney for the 12th 
Judicial Circuit, Joel Folmar, told 
this reporter that the office in the 
Elba Courthouse is most certainly 
not being close or phased out. 

However, there will be days when 
there will be no one in the office, 

“Due to a reduction in our office 
force,” said Folmar, “the Elba office 
will not be open on a fulltime basis. 

“We plan to have personnel in the 
office a minimum of two days a 
weck and possibly even more than 
that,” Folmar said, 

According to Folmar, the District 
Attorney's office has been operating 
under proration of funds since 1991, 

“Proration has cost us more than 
$34,000.00 annually,” said Folmar, 

He said, “I want to assure the 
public that this is a temporary thing 
until we can get some funding re- 
stored or our expenses down,”

Folmar noted that he has cut his 
stalf by two fulltime employees and 
another has been reduced to part- 
time.

Coffee County’s Subtitle D landfill 
opened for business on Monday

Coffee County officially opened 
its Subtitle D Landfill at 7.a.m. Mon- 
day morning. 

The first load of garbage was de- 
posited in the landfill by Fairview 
Landscaping from Ft. Rucker. 

Representatives from the local 
news media and several of the 
county commissioners were given a 
tour of the facility by County Engi- 
neer Mark Pool and Mark Pugh. 

Pugh is with the engineering firm 
of Carter, Damell & Grubbs Engi- 
neering of Andalusia, Alabama. 

He was the engineer in charge of 
designing the landfill and was also 
involved in the permitting process - 
preparation of the necessary docu- 
ments furnished to ADEM (Alabama 
Department of Environmental Man- 
agement). 

On February 8, 1993, Coffee 
County received the first permit is- 
sued in the state of Alabama, to con- 
Struct a Subtitle D landfill issued. 

Actual construction of the facility 
began around the middle of June. 

Effective Saturday, October 9, 
1993, ALL solid waste MUST be 
disposed of in a Subtitle D landfill. 

The county has already imple- 
mented mandatory garbage collec- 
tion for residents of the county. 
Waste Away, Inc. was awarded the 
contract for collection within Coffee 
County at a cost of $8.98 per month 
per household. 

All of the county’s municipalities 
already have garbage collection ser- 
vice. 


In touring the facility, Pugh stat- t 


ed, “Bottom line, this landfill is 
safe.” 

The landfill is designed for 15 
cells with each cell consisting of ap- 
proximatley 10 acres, Life expectan- 
cy (length of time that garbage can 
be deposited in the landfill) of the fa- 
cility is estimated at a minimum of 
30 years. 

Each cell will contain 10 berms, 
Garbage will be deposited and cov- 
ered daily in the berms until the 
cell’s capacity is reached, 

Construction of the cell, simply 
pul, is as follows: 2 feet of clay cov- 
ered with a 60 mil liner; drainage 
network and leachate collection sys- 
tem covered with 18 inches of sand, 


On top of the sand is a 6 inch layer 
of clay. 

The top layer of clay is pushed 
away for the deposit of garbage. It is 
replaced after the garbage is dumped 
in place and spread. This process is 
repeated daily. 

Pugh pointed out several safety 
features that have been installed 
throughout the facility. 

There are 8 ground water moni- 
toring wells, 49 landfill gas monitor- 
ing wells, and 4 storm water moni- 
toring wells located at strategic 
points throughout the facility. 

All leachate generated by the 
landfill will be collected in huge 
holding tanks until it can be trucked 
away to facilities designed to handle 
it. 

All of the systems installed at the 
landfill have back-up systems. 

“Every precaution has been taken 
at the facility to protect the environ- 
ment,” said Pugh, 

Pool stated that more than 
$150,000 has been spent on quality 
control. 

“We wanted to make sure that 
things were done right!” he said. 

During all phases of the construc- 
tion process, soils at the site were 
tested daily to insure that they met or 
exceeded ADEM’s requirements. 

Pool said once the landfill is in 
full operation, county residents will 
be welcome to come and tour the fa- 
cility. His only stipulation is that the 
visits be scheduled with the land- 
fill’s manager. 

Eric Wilson, a lifelong resident of 
Coffee County, has been employed 
by the county to manage the landfill. 
He lives in the New Hope Communi- 


; Wilson, for the past 21 years, has 
managed Farmers’ Co-Ops in Troy 
and Enterprise, He just recently at- 
tended a seminar on Subtitle D land- 
fills held in Gulf Shores, Alabama. 
Poo! stated that Wilson will be at- 
tending a landfill manager’s school 
in Wisconsin sometime in Decem- 


ber, 

The landfill will employ five full- 
time employees: a manager, scale 
operator/clerk, and 3 equipment op- 
eralors, 

Hours of operation of the landfill 
are as follows: 7 a.m. - 4 p.m. Mon- 
day through Friday; 7 a.m, - 12 noon 
on Saturday, The lanfill’s phone 
number is 897-6773,

Monday night while watching the TV news about all the problems in Mos- 
cow, we were amazed as the TV camera panned around at all the specta- 
tors lining the streets looking. There were tanks with big guns blowing 
holes in the sides of huge buildings while those inside were shooting back 
A few yards behind the tanks and other troops was a line of spectators who 
had come to watch! Our thoughts went back a couple of weeks when 
adults flocked to the shopping center in Enterprise, often with children in 
tow, watching a hostage situation unfold (or for a stray bullet to come their 
way). There is a lot of criticism of the events of that day and we harbor 
some ourself, but can you imagine the howl in Enterprise if a stray bullet 
had hit,one of those there gawking out of morbid curiosity 


While the Enterprise matter is on our mind, we have a few more com- 
ments, Probably there hasn't been a single news story about the matter 
which had all the facts correct. Part of this problem ts because law en- 
forcement officers, questioning the people in and around the store at the 
time of the incident, have urged the witnesses “not to talk about it to any- 
one”. We got a story before they started telling witnesses this, so we didn’t 
have a battle with anyone, but our little ol’ brain can’t find any reason for 
this at all. We see it only serving to leave room for untruths to grow and 
spread further. It could be THEY have been watching entirely too much 
TV. 

Closer to home, our prayers go out to the families of those American sol- 
diers killed this week in Somalia. We also feel for the helicopter pilot and 
others who may have been captured by the rebels this week. The pilot was 
obviously injured. Judging by the way the nude bodies of dead American 
servicemen were dragged down the streets, we assume those captured 
alive are also being mistreated 


The Elba City Council was presented last week with a new budget which 
included a recommendation for an additional 1¢ sales tax. We are right in 
the middle of the vast majority of Americans who abhor additional taxes 
(this is fancy talk for “we hate the thought’). Being in that position, we 
were relieved when the council adopted the budget after deleting the addi- 
tional tax. However, we went further. Getting out an old financial state- 
ment and comparing it with the new budget, reviewing what little we have 
learned about the activities of the city government, we studied ways to cut 
spending immediately ... and we found some. Unfortunately our ideas, 
even if practical and adopted would not solve all the problem. The sales 
tax would generate an estimated $191,000 and our drastic cutting would 
only eliminate half that amount. The bottom line is we don’t have the an- 
swer. 


The city financing problem is further complicated, in our thinking. The 
plan calls for increasing the amount transferred from the Water & Electric 
Board to $350,000 a year. We don’t think the utility can afford that 
amount, if they wanted to do so. We have watched the utility department's 
bills mount monthly, their profits continue to drop and their reserves dwin- 
dle. There may now already be a need to increase water and/or electric 
rates. If this plan is accepted by the utility board, it is only a matter of ime 
before we see rate increases in electricity, water or both ... it just has to 
be, ‘cause Elba can’t just print money like the feds can do. 


The news around Alabama during the past week hasn’t been on the gam- 
bling issue. Thanks to the German automobile company selecting a site 
near Tuscaloosa for their new plant, gambling was almost forgotten. Of 
course there was a clamor to write stories about German POW’s who 
picked cotton and peanuts in Alabama or American soldiers serving in 
WWII, but that will pass. We salute Governor Folsom, Tuscaloosa offi- 
cials and the others who ALL put their petty differences aside to make the 
deal a reality. 


Elba Tiger football hasn’t exactly been on the accustomed winning note of 
late. However, Saturday we were assured things are going to change. A 
young man, Danny Folmar, assured us “The Tigers are gonna repeat.” He 
feels confident Elba will again win the state championship. While that 
may be asking too much from these young men, it is good to know they 
sull have loyal supporters, even when (or maybe because) they drop a 
hard-fought close game like Opp by a single point.

Foreign Control of American Troops Spells Disaster 


In case the Clinton Adminis- 
tration needs any reminding, the fool- 
hardiness of placing American troops 
under foreign command can be wit 
nessed in the current United Nations 
military quagmire in Somalia 

A peacemaking operation 
which was supposed to last only a few 
months has stretched out to nearly a 
year with too many U.S. military 
deaths and no end in sight. This sort 
of poor judgment should not be re- 
peated, yet the White House seems 
oblivious to the obvious. 

Ithas been widely reported that 
the Clinton Administration is consid- 
ering regularizing the placement of 
U.S. troops under the command of 
foreign generals just as we did in 
Somalia and Bosnia. 

The decision is the result of a 
sweeping policy review of American 
participation in United Nations peace- 
keeping and peacemaking operations. 

Apparently, the Administration 
sees sucha shiftin policy as necessary 
to further international democracy. 
What it really reflects is a naive and 
unrealistic view of the world’s present 
political state. 

One need look no farther than 
Somalia for proof. A recent column 
in The Washington Post by Charles 
Krauthammer underscored the fallacy 
of UN leadership in such peacekeep- 
ing operations. 

“Why are we still there (in So- 
malia)? Because in March, President 
Clinton made a critical decision to 
turn things over to the United Nations 
but not to get out completely. We 
remain, in reduced numbers, but still 
as the military mainstay of the U.N. 
operation.” 

Since that column was written, 
the U.S. has actually increased its 
military presence in that East African 
nation while the political and security 
situation in and around the capital city 
of Mogadishu continues to deterio- 


rate. In mid August, David Shinn, 
the U.S. special coordinator for So- 
malia, hinted that we might leave 
that country by 1994 or 1995. 

In short, what began as aU.S.- 
led peacemaking operation aimed at 
eliminating the starvation of a people, 
has now been transformed into a 
UN-led “recreating of a country” 
with an indefinite timetable. Can the 
United States afford the cost in equip- 
ment and lives by blindly leaping 
into quell every ethnic and political 
conflict around the world? 

Last week, as the House was 
considering the 1994 Defense Au- 
thorization Act, an attempt was made 
by conservatives to insert language 
into the bill that would have limited 
the placement of U.S. forces under 
the control of foreign commanders. 

It would have required that 
the President certify to the Congress 
that such a step is necessary to pro- 
tect U.S. vital national security in- 
terests. I voted for this limitation but 
it failed to pass. 

If the Administration decides 
to pursue its new policy then there 
will surely be questions of sover- 
eignty, war powers, political ac- 
countability and operational effec- 
tiveness. 

The steep decline of our de- 
fense budget will hardly provide our 
nation the security it needs, let alone 
the cost of flying troops from one 
part of the world to another in the 
name of the U.N.. 

This is certainly something to 
keep in mind as we remain in Soma- 
lia with no end in sight, and poised to 
possibly deploy over 25,000 Ameri- 
can troops in Bosnia for what could 
be another United Nations-led di- 
saster. 

The President must always 
remember that the best interest of 
the United Nations is not always the 
best interest of the American people.

With Jake

We last told of Claude Eugene 
Dorsey II taking over Dorse’y Trail- 
ers upon the death of his father. Now 
I want to talk about his mother, Gla- 
dys Stephens Dorsey, who I had 
called Auntie before I was even a 
teenager, was without a doubt one of 
the finest ladies I have ever had the 
privilege to be intimately known, | 
never in my close association with 
Kimmie and her family heard her 
raise her voice. She seemed to be in 
complete control of any situation 
and here sage advice was welcomed 
by all. She liked to drive a real nice 
automobile, and always did. She 
really enjoyed wearing those gor- 
geous diamond rings. She dressed 
well, but never flamboyant. She had 
good taste in everything she did. An- 
other thing that very few people that 
were not close to the family knew 
was that she liked a litle pinch of 
snuff. Even that was done in such a 
lady like way that few were aware of 
it. To me it just proved that she was 
human too. She was a leader in the 
Baptist church in many ways. She 
was active in the Women’s Mission- 
ary Union, her Sunday School, and 
all church functions. Auntie did not 
care in the least who knew that she 
loved to eat boiled chitterlings and 
com crackling bread. I liked them 
O.K., fried, but she preferred them 
just boiled with good old southem 
pepper sauce. She liked bar-b-que 
and another old southern dish, fried 
sucker fish. A person had to know 
how to gash them with a real sharp 
knife and fry them just right so that 
the very small bones were good and 
edible. All in all, Auntie was a very 
fine, loving, intelligent person and | 
was blessed to have her as my 
friend. No one that I knew every 
spoke of her being involved with the 
business affairs of the company, but 
after Uncle Pete’s death, I would on 
occasions, see her car parked at the 
office. I am sure she was capable of 
being an excellent business woman. 

World War II was over in early 
May of 1945. Henry Dorsey was in 
business with his brother-in-law, 
Sam E. Sawyer. He started back in 
Senos Candy Co. to resume his 
ife. 

Kimmie Dorsey started back to 
work at Dorsey Trailers. He had dat- 
ed Betty Benton of Opp for some 
time before the war. 

I had a sister, Hazel, that married 
Walter L. Jackson. Walter and his fa- 
ther, John M. Jackson, founded J. M. 
Jackson Motor Co. of Opp, so I was 
a frequent visitor to Opp. I dated 
girls and went to parties there quite

often. | remember how naive I was. 
One night, when Betty was at a party 
with a young man named Taylor 
from Andalusia, I gave her a hard 
time about going out with someone 
other than my pal Kimmie. I suppose 


I expected her to stay at home and 
grieve. That is the unrealistic view 
of youth, 

The romance of Kimmie and Bet- 
ty culminated in the wedding on the 
night of January 5, 1946 at the Meth- 
odist Church in Opp. Joe Benton 
gave his daughter away. Her mother, 

ary Annie and sisters were there. 
Auntie and Lorene Katherine Dorsey 
and Mary Virginia Dorsey were 
there for Kimmie. Henry A. Dorsey 
J., was Kimmie’s best man. Claude 
Dorsey, his double first cousin, and 
Sam E. Sawyer, brother-in-law, and 
Jake Bonneau were ushers. Of 
course, they moved to Elba and Bet- 
ty had become a Dorsey so she be- 
came a member of the Elba Baptist 
Church. 

The next events I tell about oc- 
curred in the spring and summer of 
1946, They may not be in the exact 
sequence but they happened. 

As long as Uncle Pete lived, the 
labor unions did not attempt to un- 
ionize Dorsey. Young Claude was 
now president and they thought the 
ume was right. They made a strong 
effort. Dorsey was still going strong 
into the production of civilian prod- 
ucts, I recall that paid union organiz- 
ers came to Elba to place Dorsey 
Trailers workers names onto the un- 
ion lists. Elba, at that time, did not 
seem ready to accept the union. Nei- 
ther the workers or the people in 
gencral. There was a lot of turmoil. I 
recall one occasion when an 18 
wheeler truck drove up loaded with 
steel to be unloaded in the plant. 
Some union organizers stood in the 
open gate and would not move to let 
the driver through. Kimmie came up 
and told the men at the gate that he 
was going to get in the 18 wheeler 
and back it up several hundred feet 
and then get to going through the 
gate. He told them that once he got it 
going, they knew there was no way 
he could stop it quickly. He got in 
and revved it up and took the steel 
into the plant. 

About three of the paid organizers 
were roughed up downtown, I be- 
lieve it happened near Fulton Clark’s 
Station. I have no idea who or why it 
occurred and did not want to know. 
The Montgomery Advertiser called 
our Mayor L. P. Mullins and asked 
him about the reports they had 
heard. He told them that he had 
heard of someone getting hun, but 
Elba had real high curbs around the 
square and somebody probably 
tripped and fell off them. 

Fred Harper Sr., had worked with 
the State for years but was in Elba a 
couple of years. He and the Mayor 
were friends and he had been ap- 
pointed Chief of Police. I really 
don’t recall exactly why I got in- 
volved in all of this mess other than 
being a businessman and a friend of 
the Dorseys. At any rate, the union 
brought a federal law suit against 
Claude E. Dorsey Jr., Kimmie Dor- 
sey, Mayor L. P. Mullins, Fred Harp- 
er Sr., and Jake Bonneau. Claude in- 
formed us all that he would have the 
legal details handled and for us not 
to worry. The best I remember is we 


all appeared in Dothan and before a 


federal judge and the case was dis- 


missed. I know that I, and the others, 
did not have to testify in open court. 


It all was a time when tensions 


were running high and hard feelings 
were being felt. Claude was a much 
more decisive leader, in the Dorsey 
Company that he grew up in, than 
many could imagine. 


He closed the entire plant for 


about two months in the summer of 
1946, It was an effective cooling off 
period for all.

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PASTOR’S CORNER

ELBA FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH 


Mr. Boan ran a country store 
across the road from where my fami- 
ly lived when I was in the first 
grade. I was often sent to the little 
store for a ten cent loaf of bread or 
some item my mother needed from 
day to day. With a stubby pencil Mr. 
Boan recorded my purchases in a 
small tablet, gave me a copy of his 
record, and neatly folded the carbon 
paper in place to be ready for my 
next visit. My folks would settle 
their account once a week when dad- 
dy got paid. 

It was fun to walk the one-mile 
distance to where the Boan family 
lived.

people. I don’t remember any names 
from that congregation other than 
the Boans, but I remember feeling 
welcome and wanted. 

I wonder how many children in 
Elba would have their lives affected 
dramatically if those of us who know 
Christ care enough to make a special 
effort to make it possible for them to 
be in Sunday School and church.

The Elba City Council held two 
meetings Monday evening, one to 
handle routine business and the sec- 
ond was a organizational meeting 
following the federal court ordered 
new city council elections.

He wanted to know why 
the company continued to charge 
Elba higher rates when Gilbert ad- 
mitted they were making money in 
Troy and Brundidge, even at lower 
rates. The answer was that the com-

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board monthly meeting Monday 
evening was routine, Paying bills re- 
viewing the financial statement was 
the business, 

Monthly bills totaling $32,351 
were approved for payment, 

The financial statement shows the 
utility started the year with $360,000 
cash and ended with a drop to 
$167,000, 

The statement indicated the debt 
had been reduced by $113,000; 
$120,000 in new construction has 
been completed; $68,000 was spent 
in lighting at the new school; 
$405,000 was transferred to the City 
and an additional $80,000 is due 
from the City on the sewer system. 

The annual profit was down $75- 
$100,000, This is due mostly to add- 
ed salaries and some increase in 
maintenance cost, Chairman Mickey 
Murdock said, 

Accounts Receivable (or late pay- 
ments) were at $2675, In some of 
these cases, meters have been pulled 
and no single account was alarm- 
ingly high, Murdock told board 
members, 

The Board voted to establish a 
$100,000 emergency fund to pay for 
repairs caused by ice storms, etc, To 
spend into this fund will take a vote

When asked if he had any reasons 
for the change, Haywood said. there 
were two reasons; “I was appointed 
superintendent of the Water and 
Electric and consider I did a pretty 
decent job.” Haywood was later re- 
moved from that position after he 
filed a lawsuit against the board for 
not allowing him to run the de- 
partment without their imput. That 
lawsuit has never been heard in 
court. 

He also cited the day of the ice 
storm last March. He said he spent 
the day at the police department, as 
did Henry Clark. He said Mr. 
McCollough and Mrs. Yelverton 
helped or offered to help during the 
day.. Haywood added he didn’t know 
of anyone else doing anything. “/ 
have the responsibility without the ti- 
tle,” the mayor said, 

He later added, “I haven’t secn 
anything Mr. Brunson has done.” 

Gladys Yelverton tried to place 
Brunson’s name in nomination with 
others but Haywood refused to ac- 
cept that action. He again said they 
could just adjourn the meeting if 
they were not going to accept his 


turn on their investment in Troy and 
Brundidge. 

Gilbert said Elba basic rates were 
the lowest in the state, except for the 
Troy/Brundidge rates, which he ac- 
knowledged were duc to a com- 
petitive situation, 

The company plans to add three 
or four channels to the Elba basic 
package next year, according to Gil- 
bert.

The council approved payment of 
bills totaling $20,847.38. This in- 
cluded $866 for League of Mu- 
nicipalitics dues; $2125.40 for rec- 
realion equipment; $1566.02 for 
asphalt; $3678.33 for publishing vot- 
er’s list, election legals and pur- 
chasing election supplics; $984.53 
for weed killer; $1366.59 Case load- 
er repair; and $1200 city official 
bonds. 

Chief of Police Jack Parker re- 
ported answering 13 complaints. 
They issued six traffic citations, 
made 14 criminal arrest and in- 
vestigated four traffic accidents. 

During this same period the an- 
imal control officer picked up 14 
dogs. 

Bill Simpson, representing ISS, 
told the council his firm wished to 
lease the automotive shop at the old 
high school. Their plans are to use 
the area for parking and maintenance 
of their garbage trucks. The council 
promised them an answer within two 
wecks, 

This is part of the same arca be- 
ing appraised at the request of a 
small industry wanting to locate in 
Elba. 

One other request for use of part 
of the old school was heard by the 
council. 

The council discussed, at length, 
the budget for the coming ycar. 
Mayor Haywood said it would be 
necessary to find some additional 
money, cither from a sales tax, gas- 
oline tax or borrow funds from the 
bank. 

Haywood said he would like to 
see the council adopt the budget pre- 
sented to them and raise the addi- 
tional funds however they felt was 
best. 

Visitors at the meeting questioned 
the need for additional funds and had 
the City considered cutting cx- 
penses, including unnecessary cm- 
ployces. 

Haywood acknowledged they had 
done so. He noted that one problem 
was an ordinance passed in 1985 
which gave “step raiscs” to cm- 
ployees. “This ordinance needs to be 
modified,” the mayor said. He added 
that when you cut back on pay, you 
cut back on services. 

Haywood said people drive to En- 
terprise, Dothan and Montgomery 
and already pay 8¢ sales tax. He 
didn't agree that adding a cent in 
Elba would hurt business. 

The mayor added that the pro- 
posed budget included a 21/2% cost 
of living raise for city employees. 

The budget was tabled until the

The Coffee County Commis- 
sion’s initial business meeting Mon- 
day morning lasted less than forty- 
five minutes, but mini meetings were 
held prior to the regular meeting, af- 
terwards during bill signing, and lat- 
er in the afternoon, 

Consuming most of Monday 
moming’s session was a discussion 
on the paving of the Penny Road. 

Addressing the commissioners on 
behalf of the residents living on the 
road was Ray Boyd. Boyd was not 
on the commission's formal agenda 
bul was given permission to address 
the group. 

“I'd like to put the last page in the 
book on this road issue that we've 
been working on,” said Boyd. 

Boyd noted that several excuses 
had been offered as to why the road 
had not been paved, At the time, he 
agreed that most of them made 
sense. However, now, he feels there 
is no reason the road cannot be com- 
pleted, 

During the March 22nd meeting, 
the commission voted to place both 
the Penny Road and Sawyer Road in 
the #5 slot on the priority list of 
roads to be paved, It was agreed that 
both of the roads would be worked 
on simultaneously, 

Engineer Mark Pool was given an 
opportunity to respond to Mr, 
Boyd's request, 

Pool stated that he was attempting 
to bush hog the right-of-ways along 
county roadways.

He stated that there are more than 
500 miles of right-of-way to be 
mowed before cold weather and 
rainy season sets in,

“We've got by with the grass as it is 
up to now. Leave the bush hogs 
parked and let's pave that road.” 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks of- 
fered the motion and the commission

Burns appeared before the commis-
